The situation at
quarantine is aggravated by the fact
tnat the new cases winch developed
yesterday appeared after every pre-
caution poee.Me had been taken by
the health officer. The paetengera,
who are kept prisoner on the two
steamship-- , are reported today to be
qreatly alarmed at the new outbreak,
and those who are in good health are
crying aloud against the health officers
anil the regulations of the port which
leopardtrat their lives by exposing
them to the ravages of the
disease. The vigilance of the
authorities is now being directed
to keeping the diPiase from
